A NEAV USE FOR KEROSENE. 

A discovci'y 1ms been made by Mr D. E, 
Crichton (manager of the Bathurst Gold Min. 
ing Coiiipany, at Triiiikcy) tho simplicity, in- 
expensiveness, and undoubted success c( 
which, render it important to tho mining 
community that it should widely be made 
known. 

During the late close and sultry weather, 
producing a heavy and stagnant state of the 
atmosplieiE, great difficulty Avas experienced 
in ventilating the mine, and the men in the 
deep Avorkings were frequently compelled to 
come to the surface through the accninulation 
of foul air below ; and at last tlie deep slialti 
liad to be abandoned, since none of the nsnal 
methods for restoring a current of air proved 
of any avail. To enable our readers to un- 
derstand the difficulty Mr Crichton had to 
contend against, Ave must explain that one of 
tho Company’s shafts is the deepest in the 
colony, being nearly 400 feet in depth. This 
is called the A shaft, and within 20 yards d 
it is the H shaft, Avhich is a little over 300 Jo 
feet in depth, commnnication being estali- 
lished between the two shafts by a drive at 
the latter level. In the II shaft the men are 
engaged in sinking and driving — the centre 
slabs serving to divide the workings, and H 
was here that fonl air principally accumulated, 

A long canvas hose, connected with a fan on 
tho surface, was tried as a means to effect 
ventihatiuii, but failed, — the men having re- 
peatedly to be hoisted out of tlie shaft, as 
the candles and laiiqts Avent out. 

This state of things Avent on for three days 
AA'lien Mr Crichton determined to try a fresh 
expovimeiit. He liad noticed that the flams 
of the kerosene lamp lived much longer than 
that of the candles, and as lie AA’ould not ask 
another to do Avlmt he was .afraid to attempt 
himself, he determined to put the design into 
execution by descending the H .shaft alone, 
He bad the canvas hose coiled on the top 
and filled Avith .air by the fan, and ste]ipiiij; 
into the bucket, the hose w'.as fastened to tie 
Avlihn-ropo so .as to alloAv its mouth to rest 
upon his shoulder, andtlnis he secured a con- 
stant sujqily of fresh air round his neck and 
head. lie tool: an ordinary fry-ing-jian and 
emptied into it .about a quart of kerosene and 
placed in the liquid a handful of cotton Avasri, 
and setting light to it, ivord A'vas given to dc 
scend. One man plied the fan, and anoUier 
ioAvered the liose, to keep p.ace wi:h (Inj 
Avliim-ropc, and considerable suspen.so was 
felt by the Avorknieii round the shaft as their 
plucky manager disajqie • cd from sight W- 
ncath the underlay. A ruddy glare from the 
burning kerosene was reflected upon the foot- 
Avail for a long time after, until an acute 
angle cut out the reflection and slironded the 
sluft in darkness. There was nothing tlitn 
to ni.ark the descent of the adventurer hiii 
the rapid gliding doAvn of the r.qie, as the 
whim revoh-ed. The appearance of the ii|;- 
buclcct, a minute or two after, annonncul the 
completion of the descent, and then came a 
period of some anxiety to those a\1u> Avtie 
Avaiting above. Of a sudden Aip came a saasyui 
of flies, that had been noticed clinging mi tlir 
slabs of the shaft by the Avorknicii ; but still 
no signal from the manager. Had he, tai 
arriving at the bottoin, stepped out of tlie 
bucket (avIictc at least, he was sure of air as 
long as tb.c fan Avovked freely above) .and vei 
tnred into the drive, and succumbed to the 
poisonous atnios]ihcre ? There Avas dead 
silence as minute after minute passed a\vny 
— then a perceptible current of air Avas felt 
coming from the shaft, folloAved a miiinte or 
so .aftcAvards by tlie ringing ont, in vigorims 
tones iqion the bill, the preconcerted sigiii'l 
to send the niiiicrs doAvn to their Avork, con;- 
pkte A'cntiliition being established. It may 
be as Avell to remark hero that the Conipimy 
liavc introduced hells instead of knockers as 
a means of estabbshing communication bc- 
tAA’cen the inoii beloAV and those on top. 

I Mr Crichton says that on I'O.achtiig the be!- 
tom of the shaft the kerosene burnt lazily for 
a Avhilo, just as spirits of wine Avould do, ami 
tlicn the fiaimi gradually shot up liiglier and 
higher till it reached the licight of tAvo ui 
three feet, and .a strong current of air Auis 
('stalilishod. The success of the expcrinicnt 
AA'iis complete, and noAV Avliciicverthe candles 
give Avarning i»f foul air, the captain of tie 
shaft sets light to scAine cotton w.aste steeped 
in kerosene, and tliriisting it on a shovel 
thrtnigli tho centre slabs, tinvards the ntker 
lialf of the shaft, secures perfect ventilation 
in a fcAV seconds, at a cost of about sixpence. 
We Avere enrions to test the state of tic 
atmosphere when wo Averc at the mine on 
Tuesday last, and descending the shaft loAiml 
the air to he as pure heloAV as it Avas on tic 
surface. It is of course a very old nictlunl oI 
vL'iitilatioii to bAirn fires in mine.s, Avlicre tie 
workings extend porli.aps for a mile or so, .as 
in eollcrii's ; but oiir gold mine.s have net 
re.aclicd such a scale of magnitude, and fo"l 
air in them is often nioroly the result n! 
some temporary change in the AA catlier. Ih 
Crichtmfis discovery is therefore, avc tliiiit, 
one of great value to gold-niincrs, .aiulcaiimt 
bo made knoAvn too Avidcly.— Jii((/(iirjd Thm't.

Thirty two entries Imvo been received for 
Ihe next Australian Cup. 

Extensive beds of petroleum have been 
discovered in South Australia. 

Fleuro-pneumonia has broken out amongst 
the cattle in the town of Adelaitle. 

15,000 people have travelled on tho Port 
Cliahnera railway since its opening. 

It is announced that Mr Driver has ceased 
to bo American Consul at Dunedin. 

A bazaar held in Naseby recently in aid of 
the Presbyterian Church realised £200. 

3000 persons were present at the Caledo- 
nian Gathering in Invercargill on New Year’s 
Day. 

At the Tararu (Thames) butts, on the 
2nd iniit., a boy was shot through the arm 
while marking. 

Sunday trains are to bo run on the Dun- 
edin and Port Chalmers railway, three times 
tjeh way every Sunday. 

In the Auckland Acclimatisation Society’s 
garden, Cliina and Assam tea plants thrive 
vigorously in tho open air. 

On the opening night of Chiarini’s circus 
itt Auckland, 3000 persons were present. The 
performance exceeds anything ever seen in 
the Colony. 

The first coach from Greymouth arrived in 
Ilcetton on the oa'ening of Jan. 3, and was 
■greeted with loud cheers. The trip occupied 
eleven lioura. 

A great thunderstorm passed over the city 
of Auckland on Sunday, Jan. 6. The peals 
of thunder were terrific, but there was no 
great amount of rain. 

A “ terrific” biwli fire occurred at Tapamii 
on Dec. 24. “The sound of the roaring 
dames was like iniiSlod thunder,” says the 
correspondent of the Tuapela Times. 

For a large native meeting to be held 
shortly in the Auckland Province, the natives 
have prepared 100 kits of dried shark, CO 
head of cattle, 400 sheep, and COO pigs. 

Quartz from the 0!)inemuri country has 
gone an ounce to the ton. At the Thames, 
an agitation has been raised to have Ohiue- 
miiri opened, fur the purpose of prospecting. 

At tlic Supreme Court sittings in Welling- 
ton, a man named Willi.am Thomas, convicted 
■of an indecent assault, was sentenced to one 
year’s impriso-aiuent, with twenty-five lashes. 

At a cricket-match in Tiinaru, between the 
Oddfellows and Foresters, a ball hit by one of 
tho batters struck a Mrs Edwards intlie face, 
and rendered her insensible for a consider- 
able time. 

The MonteziUna hotel and store, at St. 
li.aUians, owned by Mr P. Mellon, was burned 
■denvn on the morning of Friday, Jan. 3. Mr 
Mellon lost liis all, and much sympathy is 
felt for him. 

The Bill introduced to amend the constitu- ^ 
tion of the New South Wales Upper House, , 
provides for tlic division <j£ the Colony into ' 
twelve electorates, each to return three re- , 
presentative."^ 

Mr Call, a Police Magistrate in Mclboitmc, ' 
recently dismissed a charge of brothehkeep- 
iiig brougiit against Madame Diana de Be.au- 
tiiont, remarking that such houses were per- 
haps necessary. I 

In Winn’s claim, on Yam Creek, Northern : 
Territory, a reef of extraordinary richness! 

It is stated to be nine feet 
tliick, with an average yield of one hundred 
ounces to the ton. 

The Roman Catholics decline to accept 
State .assistance under the ncav School Act 
of Victoria. They propose placing all their 
schools in that Colony in the hands of the 
Sisters of Mercy and Chri.stian Brothers. 

A luunber of Taranaki natives — hitherto 
the strongest opponents of the sale of land — 
li.ave offered to sell to tho Government a 
large quantity of Valuable territory. Mr 
M'Lean visits Taranaki this month to nego- 
tiate the purchase. 

In a letter to the Southland Times, dated 
39th December, Messrs Brogden (tlivougli 
their agent) thus complain “ 95 puople ex 
liebington were lately landed by us at the 
Bluff, their passages having been paid by us, 
in pursuance of an agreement whereby they 
unreservedly bound themselves to allow us to 
retain one-fifth of their earnings until tlio 
whole amount of their isassagc-money should 
he repaid. Out of thc.se 95 people, one only 
is now working for us, the remainder having 
been absorbed, in most cases without our 
consent, by the employers of labour in this 
ilistriot, none of whom (with one exception), 
so far as we are aware, have m,ade any provi- 
sion for securing the repayment of tiie moneys 
due to us.” 

A late Grey Eiver A rgu.s says : — “ A p,arty 
tif Chinese amved in town yesterd,ay, after 
receiving, at tho hands of some of the in- 
halntants of Maori Gully, treatment which is 
the reverse of hospitable or crcditiiblo-. Ac- 
cording to the rciior't which has been fur- 
bished to tho p<dice, and which wilt proUably 
have to be acted upon to prevent tlio reciir- 
tence of similar incidents, the Cbine.so in 
T'cstion arrived in M.aori Gnlly from tlio di- 
rection of Clifton ; and, as soon .as they ap- 
peared, they were, it is said, cluised out of 
tho townsliip by a number of the residents — 
miners and luisincss pieoplo,' Altlioiigh no 
Sreat amount of violence was used towards 
them, beyond pulling .and piiisliiiig thorn .along 
the road, some forty or fifty people joined in 
the crowd, and the Ciiinoao were suflieiently 
alarmed to run as if for their very lives. 
The names of those who wero in’oniinent in 
the outrage .are known to tho police, and, as 
We have said, it is likely that some proceed- 
ings will be taken.” 



SCrPRBMB COURT, DUNEDIN. 

The Criminal Sittings df tliC above Court 
were opened at Dunedin on Monday, Cth 
inst. Five cases were set down for trial ; 
but no true bill having been found in tho 
case of Peter M‘Don.ald, indicted for arson 
at Palmerston, thcro thus roinaiiiod only four 
to cuine before tho petit jury. 

EMBEZZLEMENT. 

Robert LittlecOtt was found guilty upoii a 
charge of the above nature. The offence oc- 
curred at Oaiiiavu, the luonoys embezzled be- 
ing the property of his master, Mr T. H. 
Brown, commission agent. It seemed that 
the prisoner had been receiving the small 
salary of 26s. a week, and on this account he 
was recommended to mercy. In sentencing 
hull, the Judge remarked that tiic jury had 
not known that the prisoner had been twice 
convicted previously, — -once for obtaining 
money under false pretences, and again for 
uttering forged instruments. He would sen- 
tence the prisoner to four years’ iniprLsom 
nicnt. 

tlNLAWrUllY -WOUNDINd. 

Jolin Deter Beck was charged with woiind- 
ing Jane Beck, liis wife, at Coal Creek, near 
Teviot, with intent to kill. 

From the evidence for the prosecution, it 
apprearod that the prisoner and his wife went 
to tho Teviot races on Boxing Day. On the 
way home prisoner, who Was dtaink, lay down 
in the bush and refused to go homo. Mrs 
Beck, after vainly endeavouring to rouse 
him up, went on her way to their house, 
accompanied by two men, — Andrew Nelson, 
,a packer, and another named Fitzgerald. 
These two men she asked to stay and “ pro- 
tect” lier, for she knew what a temper her 
husband would be in when he arrived. Fitz- 
gerald loft her and Nelson together at mid- 
night. Site afterwards went to a hotel, and 
procured a bottle of liquor. During the 
night, slie lay down on her bed with her 
clothes on, while Nelson slept on a sofa in 
an outer room. The prisoner made his ap- 
pearance about dayliglit in the moniing, and 
as'iced his wife what the bottle was doing on 
the table. He then struck at her with the 
tomahawk, first pushing her back on to the 
bed. Nelson rushed in, seized prisoner, and 
she escaped. 

Accused said in his statement that seeing 
the tomahawk lying near lie picked it up to 
frighten his wife, and not to do her any in- 
jury. When he entered the house Nols.m 
ran out. The bedroom door was five or six 
iiiclies open, and his wife was standing be- 
hind it with her foot against it. He told her 
that it was a fine game she was playi ig, to 
h.ave a bottle on the table, and Andrew Nel- 
son in the bedroom w'ith her. 

Prisoner was found guilty of unlawfully 
wounding, and was sentenced to three months’ 
iniprisounient. 

BOBBEKY rilOM A BWfiLEING. 

Peter Robertson was charged with stealing 
a £10 note from the hut of Hans Brant, at 
Kyeburn, on the 3rd June. 

Tlie evidence is of such a nature that it 
can not be summarised ; but it was So clear 
and conclusive, that the jury hroiiglit in a 
verdict of guilty without leaving the box. 

The prisoner was already in gaol Upon a 
sentence of twelve months for steading a gold 
watoh at Alexandra ; and he now received 
an additional two years.

The Attack on Detective Farrell, 

We take the follow^ing pavticul.ars of tho 
attempted assassimation of tho above officer, 
in Dunedin, from the Emahig Star of the Cth 
last 

“A mostdiabollcal and cold-blooded attempt 
was made on the life of Detective Fiirrell, on 
Saturday night. It seems that while on his 
w.ay home, at a quarter past 11 o’clock, he 
heard a footstep behind him nearly opposite 
Mr Matthews’ seed slioj), in Moray place, 
and on turning smartly round he lie.avd a 
shot fired, and felt the wind of the ball on 
bis face. lie then recognised ex-Sergeant 
Ryan, and said, “ Ryan, don’t shoot me ; 
I’m not jirepared to die.” Another shot was 
fired, and a third, in close succession, Farrell, 
nieaiiwhilc, moving .along the street crying 
“ Mnrdcr, murder.” At this juncture the 
detcetivo attempted to use Ins stick on Ryan, 
but without effect, for immediately a fourth 
shot was fired, which took effect, entering 
under Farrcll'.s slior.hler-bladc and coming 
out near tho collar-bone. 'The detective then 
ran to his residence, about fifty yards distant, 
and was soon attended by Dra Reilnor and 
llockcii, who dressed tbe wound. Early in 
the evening the detective and Ryan had a 
glass of beer together at tho European Hotel, 
Georgo-street, and p.artcd n.ppavently on 
friendly terms, the latter offering his hand to 
the other and wishing liiiil good n’glit. At a 
little before one o’clock, or an hour ami 
three-quarters after the oocniTonco, Rjem 
returned to the Eiiropeau I Intel, where lie 
had been staying for some tiino jiast, and 
was informed by Air Koliglicr, the landlord, 
tb.at Siib-ln.sjiector Jfalla’.d had been there 
for the purpose of arrostiiig him on su.spiciiij-. 
of sbootiiig at Farrell. Ryan professed tlio 
greato.st surprise, and requested Air Keliglier 
to accomp.aiiy him at once to the Police 



Depot. While on their way thither, they 
met Mr Mallard, Sergeant Fair, and sjiecial- 
constable Bain, opposite Farley’s Buildings, 
and Ryan was arrested and scarclied on the 
spot, and no lireavnis or otlicr weapons Were 
found on him. On arriving .at tho Depot, ho 
was again thoroughly searched, but With like 
result. Mr PairelTs friends will bo pleased 
to know that be is pi ogressing favourably, and 
that no immediate danger is apprehended.” 

As mentioned in oiir telegraphic new.s last 
week, the prisoner was brought np at the 
M,ayor’s Court, and remanded for eight days, 
— F'arrelL being unable to attuiid. The fol- 
lowing is the evidence of Tliomas Humphries, 
wdio Was examined on the occasion, and who 
isa miner in tho Bannocklmrn district :—l 
reside at present at tlie Aiild Scotland Hotel, 
Stuart-street. Shortly after eleven d’clock — 
I should say a quarter or twenty minutes 
past — off Saturday niglit I was going towards 
my homo, and was walking on the Octagon 
Hotel side of Stnart-stieet, and when near 
Moray-placo heard what I took to be a pistol 
shot-. I crossed over to the opposite side of 
the street, and Stood there for a moment — 
for two or three seconds perhaps — and thou a 
second shot came from the same direction, 
and I saw the fl.ash of it distinctly, I stood 
still, and two nioi-B sliots followed in close 
succession. I then ran uji to whore the shots 
came from, and heard cries of “ imiidcr.” 
On reaching tho spot, I saw Detective Far- 
rell, whom 1 had known previously. He was 
then inside of the right-of-way leading to the 
house in which lie lives, I asked him what 
was the matter ; and ho said, “Rj^an, at the 
European, lias shot me.” 'Plicse are liis 
words as near as I can recollect. A man, 
who came out of the house at the corner of 
Moray-place and Stuart-street (it’s a restau- 
rant, 1 think), tlien came up. I took Farrell 
into the house ; and in doing so, was assisted 
by tlie man I have referred to. 1 have sSoii 
the accused before. 1 did not sec him on the 
night ill question.— By the accused ; 1 don’t 
recollect seeing you at all that night.

I should have 
known him from among a thousand men 
without going riglit up to liim. Farrell men- 
tioned your name repeatedly in his liousc, 
where lie said it was “ ex-sergoaut Ryan” 
who shot him. I lieard him say yon came 
up with the pistol and put it close to his face ; 
and that he turned round and hove his stick 
at you. Of course when tho shots went oft' 
T looked in tliat direction, but I could not 
see anyone, as it was too dark. 1 did not 
notice anytliing unusual about Farrell. 1 did 
not notice any sign of drink Upon him, and 
he seemed to talk quite rationally.

She remained there, and altliough she le- 
ceived every attention, it was at one time 
feared she avonUl not live. AVlien news of 
the recent fatal aceiilont at Half-Ounce 
ve.aohcd the Ahanra, the authori’uies at once 
t lok stops to make such preparation as would 
be nece.ss.avy in ease the bodies were reco- 
A'ered. Among these, an order Was given to 
have coffins made, but wlien one of tjicm was 
finished it was found itavonkl not he wauled, 
as the friemls of the men had had coffins 
made at llalf-Otuico. Tlie carpenter then 
received ins'mc ions to store it in tlie lies 
p'.tal building until it should nnfortunatclv 
be required on a future occaaioii. He took 
it there and placed it near tho bed of tlie 
patient. She anxiously inquired wliat use 
he inteiidcd to make of it, and, witli a reck- 
lessness of cfinseqnenccs highly ceiisnrablo 
under the circiiinstiuioes, hcliearllcsslyfriglit- 
ened tho poor woman by telling liertliat “lier 
time had come, for the people were getting 
tired of lier, and, as she w,as incorrigible, 
they bad made up tlieir mind.s to bury her 
alive.” Ho further told her that she would 
bo buried comfoit. ably and decently, for he 
bad received iuStnictiuns to envelop her in 
nice now sbai'ings, which he left to procure. 
'The monient ho turned his back, Ihe jiaticnt, 
who was paralytic ami bedridden a few 
minutes before, made a rusb tlmuigli one of 
tlic windows, semiding away down tlie road 
to tbe township, wlicrc a'ttTwards sbe “ made 
it lively” for a few people before sbe bad 
done witli llicm.

Tlie Future Language of the World.

The time is coming when one latigliaga 
shall be spoken from China to Pern, from 
tho world’s Dan to its Beei'sheba. And who 
c.an doubt which tongue it is that shall 
triumph ill the end above all others ? Frencli 
is the ideal dialect of literature anil Science. 
Wliat such men as Coinib or St. Heave could 
have done without French — lioiv far they 
cimkl have expressed tboinselvcs ill ally other 
toiigno, it is didiciilt to think; But, after all, 
aH and criticism, literature .and science, are 
but a small part of the groat life of the world. 
Nor can We doubt that when the liitcmatiomd 
of capitalists liold.s its meetings live thousand 
years hence to pmotost against the cruel 
tjTaniiy of tlie working classes, its delegates 
will addres.s the groat assembly in English, 
and ail will understand them. Our noble old 
reutonic tongue is the fullest and richest in 
the world-. No language — not even German 
— has a grander literature. None is fuller of 
.spoils froin all quarters of tho earth, In the 
English Dictionaiy lie mixed togetlier Latin, 
Greek, Hebrew, Celtic, Saxon, Danish, F’ronch, 
S,^>anisli, Italian, German, — nay, even Malay 
and Ciiine.se ivords. And who can doubt, as 
be slowly rolls round tlie little map))c'd spihero 
wbicii docs duty for a world’s globe, that 
English is, above all others, tlie spoken lan- 
guage of the earth ? Tlic tongues which have 
no literature must die. And if we dismiss 
from onr calculations tlic barbarous dialects 
of Africa and the East, of tho dwellers round 
the North Pole, of the savage liordes of China 
and 'I’avtary, and of tbe Indians of tho West, 
how large a proportion of the civilised world 
spe.aks the tongue of Chaucer and Spen.ser, 
of Shakespeare and Milton ? Sot the avortd 
against England and her Colonies and the 
colossal continent of North America, and it 
is easy to see what will bo the end of tbe con- 
fusion of tongues — which language will long- 
est hold its own in the obstinate struggle for 
the survival of the fittest. Great works, the 
heirlooms of past days, will be studied by 
scholars. Dante, Cervantes, Boccaccio, Ra- 
belais, Calderon — ^tliese, .and our own Chau- 
cer, (almost as unintelligible now to most of 
us as “ Piers Plouglmian” or Skelton,) will 
still bo read for love of tiienisolvcs, as men 
even now t-Jl through tlie A’^edas, wandei' 
with Phoidnis on the banks of the llissiis, 
and with Lucretius coiitemplato the fretful 
folly of nlen and thcgr.and universe of things. 
But for tlie busy toilers in the world’s hive, 
for the men wlio are to knit the whole world 
into one, and to make it of one SDiitiment 
and of one speech, the English tongue will 
be tlie weapon of conquest. The mere force 
—the dead weight of that obstinaej' which, 
while others learn English, makes tho Eng- 
lish unwilling to acquire any speech save their 
own, tells ill our favour. Nnnibers are with 
us. Everything, it may be said, is on our 
side. Already, English ivlll carry a man ap- 
parently farlbcr than any other vehicle of 
ex))res.sion. It will one day be tbo language 
of the world.
